Eighteen Filipino Officers, In- 
otadtag the Notorious Pio del 
Pilar, and Eight Civil Officers, 
Insurgent Agents, Sympathizers 
and Agitators Who Are Aiding 
the Insurrection to he Placed 
Out of Harm's Way.

honor and hecome traitors, stir- 
ring up sedition, giving informa- 
tion, or plotting in aid of the in- 
surrection. 

The following is an official copy 
5)f General Order No. 41, January 
7:- 

In pursuance of authority ob- 
tained from the War Department 
hy cable under date of December 
27, 1900, the following named 
persons, whose overt acts have 
clearly revealed them as in aid of 
■or in sympathy with the insur- 
rection and the irregular guerrilla 
•warfare by which it is being main- 
tained, and whose continued resi- 
dence iu these Islands is, in every 
•essential regard, inimical to the 
pacification thereof, will be de- 
ported at the earliest practicable 
date to the Island of Guam, there 
to be held under surveillance or in 
act mil custody, as circumstances 
mhy require, during the further 
progress of hostilities and until 
aach tjme as the restoration of 
uormal peace conditions in the 
Philippines has resulted in a pub- 
lic declaration of the termination 
*)f such hostilities:

The deportation of the insur- 
gent leaders has been hoped for 
by all for a long time. Those, 
perhaps, to whom much credit for 
this step is due, are the Manila 
Police Department, who | have 
steadfastly adovcated the removal 
from the islands of all such as 
the above order embraces. The 
reason was based on the sentiment 
of the native police officials. wh« 
can, perhaps, feel the native pub- 
lic pulse best of all. These have 
stated evidential facts, and dem- 
onstrated the advisibility of re- 
moving the presence of such men 
from the islands. At first it was 
suggested to place them in con- 
finement on an island north of 
Manila, and the visit of General 
Bell to Isla Grande in Subig Bay 
was obviously for the purpose of 
inspecting a proposed locality. 
The police, however, have main- 
tained their point in urging that 
the men who have shown them- 
selves unworthy of trust be ship- 
ped to a point distant from the 
entire Archipelago, and there kept 
under surveillance uutil the de- 
clared cessation of hostilities. The 
authority for this has now come 
from the War Department, and 
there is no doubt that all con- 
cerned are glad of such welcome 
authorization. 

The names of those published 
are sufficient to satisfy everybody 
of the necessity of this step — they 
are those who have betrayed the 
confidence of the government and 
a sacred oath, in some cases, sev- 
eral times over. Pio del Pilar is 
an example. Captured, perhaps 
willingly on his part, at a place 
ni iir Ban Felipe Neri last June, 
ho Was brought to Manila, im- 
prisoned, voluntarily swore the 
oath of allegiance and was liber- 
ated. He was found to be corres- 
ponding with insurgent chiefs, re- 
arrested in July, and again liber- 
ated, only to be seized again by 
the police a month or so ago with 
correspondence on him to rebe 
chiefs concerning arms and am- 
munition, and supplying informa- 
on. Of such men as these the list 
of those to be deported is made, 
with the exception of those who, 
honest and brave, steadfastly re- 
fuse to swear an oath against their 
conscience which they can not 
keep.
